considered. 
Figu res were represented as for the 
av erage American farm of approx i­ 
mately 16 0 arres. 
Two grou ps interested in 
legisla­ 
tiv e aid for Midwest farm ers

the last Congress to enast a satisfac­

CROP IS ENDANGERED 
BY SLOW FRUITING 


By Geo. I,. Fossick 
Memphis, Ju ly 19 .—Reports, from 
its 
cotton correspondents, 
compiled 
for The Commercial Appeal, indicate 
that the cotton crop has made v ery 
poor progress since Ju ne 25 and 
in 
some instances 
ha« 
definitely 
lost 
grou nd. 
The plant has made rapid growth 
and is showy 
in 
appearance, 
bu t 
fru iting, on the whole, has been far 
from 
satisfactory . 
Poor 
fru iting, 
while not general, is 
ex tensiv e. 
In 
ex trem e cases, of which 
there 
are 
many , and some in nearly ev ery state, 
farm ers hav e despaired of 
mak ing 
better than a v ery poor y ield. 
There are well au thenticated cases 
where lack of fru it has been traced to 
the cotton hopper; those cases hav e 
led to the belief that sim ilar lack of 
fru itage in other localities, scattered 
practically all ov er the belt ex cept­ 
ing North Carolina and Missou ri, 
is 
du e also to hopper. 
Ju dging from weather 
conditions 
reported 
it 
seems 
probable 
that 
weather conditions contribu ted large­ 
ly to lack of fru itage; if indeed, the 
said conditions w’ere not 
the 
most 
im portant direct factor. 
Most sections 
hav e 
had 
enou gh 
m oistu re and nights, with only occa­ 
sional ex ceptions, 
hav e 
been 
cool, 
cau sing the plant to mak e rank , sap­ 
py growth and joints far apart on the 
limbs. 
Cotton 
fru its 
only at 
the 
joints. 
Cotton has fru ited so 
poorly 
for 
the last three week s that a large part 
of this im portant fru iting period has 
been lost; whether permanently 
or 
not, will depend u pon 
the 
w eather 
and insect depredations 
from 
here 
ou t. 
Of cou rse a considerable part at 
least of the delay is not bey ond pos­ 
sible correction, bu t v ery little of the 
crop is now safe from boll 
weev ils, 
whereas, last y ear a bottom crop of 
fair size was safe at this time. 
lateness, du e to delay in planting 
and to slow germ ination, and fu rther 
delay in fru iting mak e the date 
of 
first frost 
im portant 
ev en 
at this 
time. 
Fru iting has improv ed somewhat in 
the last week , leading to the su pposi­ 
tion that hoppers are 
w ithdraw ing 
and to the rev iv al of hopes 
for 
at 
least a m oderate crop. 
At the same 
tim e farm ers are noting new inv as­ 
ions of the hopper and fear the boll 
weev il, which is du e to begin activ e 
depredations abou t Ju ly 25, if at all. 
There is a spotted bu t light infesta­ 
tion of boll weev ils in nearly 
ev ery 
section of the belt where the pest has 
v cu rred before, bu t dam age, u p 
to 
this time, is negligible. 
The condition of 
the 
crop 
while 
v ery spotted, adjacent fields v ary ing 
widely , is fairly u niform when tak en 
by states as a whole, the 
Oarolinas 
ex cepted. 
The ou tlook in Sou th Carolina" is 
deplorable. 
Parts of North Carolina 
and of Georgia are not mu ch better 
off. 
Ok lahoma might be said to hav e 
the best prospect of any bu t for 
the 
fact that the tap-root is insu fficient 
shou ld the crop in that state be 
hit 
by drou th. 
Hot dry w eather is needed both as 
a protection against fu rther 
insect 
inju ry and to stim u late fru iting.

points on the negro situation in Sik 
eston. 
We 
reserve 
editorial com 
ment for the future. 
“There is a condition that exists 
here in Siktston as in no other town 
in Southeast Missouri or Northeast 
Arkansas or as exists in no 
other 
town large or small. 
This condition 
may not be so apparent to some as to 
others. 
Nevertheless this condition 
or evil exists and is ve»y much 
in 
evidence every day. 
“Sikeston has for some time, been 
known as the city of beautiful hom­ 
es or to use a more general phrase. 
“The City Beautiful’’. 
Irately there 
have appeared black spots 
on 
the 
horizon of this beautiful city, which 
mar its beauty, making it less 
de 
sirable as a place to live. 
“As one enters this town from th*> 
r.orth or south, he is impressed 
by 
the beautiful homes lining either side 
of the highway and coming in from 
east or west, the factories and mills 
give the impression that we have 
a 
very enterprising town in which there 
is something doing plenty of employ 
ment and plenty of money. 
But 
a:^ 
one nears the center of the town, the 
business blocks, and circles the busi­ 
ness streets a time or two, he has a 
feeling that something is wrong. Af 
ter spending a day about town, he 
begins to see and realize the effect of 
the evil condition and takes particu­ 
lar notice of these black spots mar 
ring the horizon of this town. 
If 
a 
person is looking over the town with 
a view to moving his family here, he 
then begins to wonder if it would be 
a good thing to do. 
He sees 
there 
dark spots in front of the best hous- 
ts in town and in the most prominent 
places in the business district. 
“This evil condition works on 
a 
town somewhat in the manner of 
a 
disease on a person and 
might 
be 
called Coloritis or Coloratus or per­ 
haps Niggeroids or Niggeritis 
and 
consist of loafing niggers. This term 
nigger is used to apply to all beings 
springing from the negro race. That 
race which our good northern Yan­ 
kee ship builders and ship 
building 
brohters from 
the 
New 
England 
States captured in the wnlds of Afri­ 
ca and brought in chains and sold in 
bondage to the planters of the South, 
who took this naked raw meat eat­ 
ing savage, clothed him and fed him 
and taught him white man’s ways. In 
a few short years, the negro came to 
benefit by conditions it 
had 
taken 
centuries for the w’hite man to create. 
These same niggers are the decend- 
ants of those same slaves sold 
by 
those same peddlers of black cargoes 
who for some reason or other did an 
about face and decided that the slav­ 
ery which they sold the negro into 
was not good for the slave or 
the 
New England States and demanded 
of the South the freedom of the same 
negroes the Southerners had bought 
of these Yankees. 
The 
negro 
was 
practically free at this time anyway 
and would soon have become wholly 
free by the voluntary action of 
the 
Southerners, but, it was a different 
m atter when a 
Yankee 
says 
you 
shall free the slaves. 
Without slav­ 
ery' these negroes would still be run­ 
ning wild in Africa. 
If the negroes 
prefer that to their present condition 
they can easily go back unless 
that 
political party whose ancestors bro’t 
them over here and sold 
them 
into 
slavery would resist their return and 
probably make slaves of them again 
for reasons best known to themselves. 
“This condition 
here 
recalls 
to 
mind an old son: 
'Coon, Coon, Coon, 
Morning, Night 
and 
Noon’. 
Yes, 
they' are here on our streets, morn- 
infg, noon and night. 
The streets 
are lined w’ith them, the alleys 
are 
full of them. 
Garages and the once 
famous smoke house are oberflowing 
with them. 
If these negroes worked 
it would be different, they might be 
of some use. 
The best evidence that 
they do not work, is the fact 
that 
they loaf on the streets all the time. 
There is nothing that can loaf and do 
nothing so contentedly, continually as 
a nigger. 
They' loaf singly, in twos 
and threes, in bunches, in gangts and 
in droves doing nothing. 
Any day 
from twenty-five to one hundred can 
be counted about town here and sev­ 
eral times that if a person goes into 
the alleys. 
They line up like a row 
of blackbirds on a fence and enjoy 
themselves. 
How do they live? \\eil 
you know they must work, starve or 
steal or have someone steal for them. 
They neither work nor starve. If you 
haw a negro cook, .vou are probably 
feeding six nigger men. 
We 
have 
tall niggers, short niggers and medi­ 
um niggers, black 
niggers, 
brown 
and 
yellow' 
niggers 
all 
loafing 
and 
doing 
nothing. 
Niggers 
with 
kinky hair, niggers with short hair 
ami some with longer hair. 
Some of 
them grease the hair to straighten it 
out, trying to undo in a day 
what 
God has been doing for thousands of 
years. 
By the way. never hire 
a 
slick haired nigger. 
If 
you 
want 
one to work, get one with kinky hair, 
and it might he well to add here, that 


not all negroes are loafers. 
There 
ire many good, honest, hard-working 
negroes just as the old southern ne­ 
gro of an age ago was, but most 
of 
them are still in the south and they 
call themselves niggers instead 
of 
olored people. 
Whenever a nigger 
calls himelf a colored man, he will 
bear watching. 
There are old nig­ 
gers, young niggers and middle aged 
niggers all doing nothing. 
Ragged, 
lirt.v and impudent men, women and 
children all loafing alike. The women 
work more than the 
men. 
Nigger 
boys gang on the walks, blocking all 
pedpstrians. 
Nigger 
girls, 
half 
dressed, dance along the walks 
as 
though they were in a ‘honkey tonk’, 
which word is used to designate 
a 
negro gambling and dancing hall In 
>ne prominent residential section of 
the town, negro shacks line both sides 
of the alley and 
niggers 
can 
be 
found gambling and swearing at all 
times. 
In most towns, such a resort 
would be burned out in very short 
order. 
In this very neighborhood, a 
lady threatened to shoot a negro for 
committing a nuisance in her yard. 
“Niggers loaf along the walks of 
prnicipal residence as 
though 
they 
lived there. 
It is necessary for 
the 
church-goers to run against negroes 
to get along the walks. 
There are 
few odors more obnoxious than that 
of a hot negro. 
The only time when 
a hot negro smell good to anyone, i> 
when he is being hauled to the polls 
by members of 
a 
certain 
political 
party. 
“The City officials can remedy this 
evil. 
They can enforce the vagrancy 
law'. The police have a right to guard 
md promote public welfares health 
and happoness of a community. 
If 
the present police force is inadequate 
then employ more. 
There are 
more 
dangers ahead than one may realize. 
At present tendency, a riot is not im­ 
probable. And it might or might not 
be well to add that in other 
states, 
including Illinois, 
Iowa 
and 
many 
others, niggers go 
to 
school 
and 
church and other places with white 
people. 
If man has not the courage 
to do so, then God forbid that 
the 
north and south churches ever unite, 
as is the wish of northern churches 
at present time. 
Several white families have 
nig­ 
gers living in their back yards which 
is very well if the negro is wrorking 
for the people where they live, 
but 
many of them rent garages and out­ 
buildings to negro women who have 
no vdsible means of support except 
the bucks that visit them at all times 
of day and night, keeping up a con­ 
stant racket with the chatter, fights 
ami Fords. 
“ Precautionary measures 
at this 
time will save some trouble later on. 
There are dangers ahead that cannot 
be given any publicity hence cannot 
be mentioned here, but are very much 
in evidence to an observant 
person 
and one familiar with the negro rac** 
and the workings of a negroes mind. 
“The Ford cars mentioned 
above 
are a nuisance as well as a danger­ 
ous weapon in the hands of negroes, 
enabling their escape after commut­ 
ing crimes. 
“Most of the negroes here are so- 
called ‘suitcase niggers’, being 
foot 
loose and free, coming here without 


hag or baggage. 
They ate the raff 
and 
rabble 
of the negroes of the 
South. 
Most of the old self-respect­ 
ing negroes and their families 
are 
still in the South. 
Such as we have 
here, especially those living in town, 
are the 
undesirables
